MAKING POLO PONIES OF TEXAS. 
QUARTER HORSES. 


The most interesting part of the 
training is the gradual introduction of 
the pony to the game of polo. For ex- 
ample, a San Antonio polo pony deal- 
er has on his 1000-acre ranch a level 
pool field a little short of régulation 
size. He employs eight men to ride 
the ponies and every rider is an expert 
in the saddle, having learned the art 
as cow punchers.. They use Mexican 
saddles, and are perfectly at home on 
horsebaek. The ponies are taken out 
on the field, two teams of four ponies 
each at a time, and are put through 
a series of exercises. 
ers will halt their ponies about 12 
feet apart, and the other four riders 


will gallop them, turning figure eights | 


and riding as close to the still ponies 


as possible without hitting them. 
Then the ponies that have acted »s | 
the posts will do. the galloping and 


turning. The object of this is to get 
the ponies accustomed,to one another 
und not to shy when another pony 
bumps into them. This is followed by 
riding off in pairs, and later each ria- 
er goes off by himself, stopping his 
pony straight and turning in a short 
circle until the man in the saddle has 


perfect control over the pony 
Then the ponies, for the first time 
sce a mallet. They are allowed to 


smell of it, and for several days they 
are ridden with the mallet across their 
backs. 
muaHet slowly and use the stroRes that 
a player will in a game, swinging on 
both sides of the pony, under hig belly 
and across his front legs. From a 
walk the pony is led up to a lope and 
then a gallop with the mallet and no 
ball. Then comes the ball, to which 
the ronv is introduced in the same 
general way, and for several days he 
goes through the motions of the game 
before he lines up for an actual con- 
test. The time employed in all of the 
preparation is regulated by schedule, 
and the-system is adhered to as close- 
ly as in preparing a thoroughbred for 
a big stake event. only the polo pony 
receives, no- cooling off and not a par- 
ticle of grooming.—J. J. McNamara, 
in The Illustrated Sporting News for 
Christmas.

Novel Newspaper Scheme. . . 

W.°T. Stead, the well known: English 
editor and reformer, has announced 
formally a new kind of a daily paper, 
which will have its first appearance 
Jan. 4. It will be known simply as 
the Daily Paper, but will have mani- 
fold objects not now associated with 
that instrument. It will have four 
simultaneous editions and will be de- 
livered from a number of central sta- 
tions by young girl messengers. These 
messengers will be at the disposal of 
the housewives or others to take orders 
for provisions, dry goods or anything 
in the mercantile line. These orders 
will be filled without charge for the 
service and the goods delivered in the 
afternoon C. O. D., the purchaser indi- 
cating the store to be patronized in 
each case if desired. It will be a jour- 
nal of the home and kitchen and sell at 
a cent a copy. 


Labor Union Fined $1,000. 

Judge Holdom of Chicago made a 
new precedent in this country when on 
Dec. 12 he imposed a fine of $1,000 
upon Franklin union No. 4, press feed- 
ers, for illegal acts as a corporation in 
‘violation of a court injunction which 
restrained the union from interfering 
with the business or employees of ten 
printing firms. In his opinion the 
judge condemns the attacks of union 
pickets on nonunion laborers, saying, 
“Such warfare cannot and will not be 
tolerated in a land of peace where peo- 
ple are governed by law.” 


Western Miners Bad Off. 
John Mitchell, national president of 
the Mine Workers, has returned~ to 


Washington to meet with the executive 
board of the A. F. L. after having been 
in Colorado and Utah two weeks with- 
out effecting any settlement of the min- 
ers’ strike in that region. He appeared 
to be much discouraged over the situ- 
ation, and it was thought’ he would ap- 
peal“to President Roosevelt for inter- 
vention similar to that which ended 
the Pennsylvania strike. 

The Victor Fuel company of Denver 
brought suit for $85,000 damages 
against John Mitchell and other officers 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica Tuesday because of alleged intim- 
idation, conspiracy or persuasion in 
causing employees to leave the com- 
pany. This is believed to be a unique 
move in strike history. 


Big Gold Tunnel Started, 

The latent undertaking of the Tread- 
well Gold Mining company in Alaska 
is a two mile tunnel which has just 
been started near Juneau to tap the 
rich ledges in Silver Bow basin. It 
will be 12,000 feet long and will pierce 
mountains that are believed to be vast- 
ly rich in the precious metal. 


Salt Lake Oil Deal. 

Eastern capitalists concluded a deal 
Dec. 5 for 10,000 acres of oil lands bor- 
dering on Great Salt lake. It is next 
to the track recently leased by Guffey 
of Pennsylvania, and test.wells indi- 
cate that the mysterious Dead sea will 
furnish a great oil field. It will be 
developed at once. 


Mexico Welcomes Chinese. 

By arrangements made between the 
Mexican government and the China 
Commercial Steamship company free 
entrance at Manzanilla for all the Chi- 
nese the steamship company might see 
fit to bring in was granted. It is esti- 
mated that-about 1,000 Chinese immi- 
grants will be landed each year at that 
port for several years.

Negro’s Hope In Liberia. 

The Rev. James Robert Spurgeon, a 
Yale graduate, who has spent five 
years in Liberia and will return to 
that country on Jan. 1 to take a place 
in the Liberian cabinet as chief of the 
department of education, says: “The 
black man must work out his own sal- 
vation, and he cannot do so in this 
country, where the ‘Anglo-Saxon pre- 
dominates.”

Cardinal Gibbons in his last sermon 
described the sweatshop system of 
manufacture in Baltimore and other 
cities, saying he had found on personal 
investigation tat men ‘and women 
were working ten or twelve hours a 
day at $6 and $8 a week.

Democrats Sweep Boston. 

The Democrats won an overwhelming 
victory in the municipal elections Dec. 
15, Mayor Patrick Collins being re- 
elected by 27,000. plurality, the: largest 
ever given a mayoralty candidate in 
Boston. The board of aldermen next 
year will be solidly Democratic, and 
that party will have a large majority 
in the common council. 


Chicago Gets the Convention. 

The Republican national committee 
met at Washington Dec. 11 and 12 and 
decided to hold the next national con- 
vention for the nomination of presi- 
dential and vice presidential candidates 
at Chicago beginning Tuesday, June 
21, 1904, On the first day of the ses- 
sion the committee called in a body on 
President Roosevelt. The absence of 
the secretary, Mr. Heath, was notable 
in view of the reflections cast upon 
him in the Bristow report. The com- 
mitteemen were loud in their protesta- 
tions of loyalty. to Roosevelt for the 
party leader next year notwithstand- 
ing that several incidents kept alive 
the rumors of Hanna’s candidacy. The 
question of admitting delegates from 
Porto Rico to the national convention, 
also those from Hawaii and Luzon, 
was referred to a special committee 
headed by Postmaster General Payne. 
Another committee was authorized to 
ascertain to what extent socialism en- 
ters into politics. 


Folk Ideas In the Message. 


A St. Louis newspaper’ declares 
that the parts of the _ president's 
; message’ _ deal- 


ing with official 
corruption were 
supplied by Cir- 
cuit Attorney 
Folk of that 
city. In paral- 
lel columns ex-

No explanation 
of the circumstance has been offered, 
and Mr. Folk refused to be interviewed 
on the subject.

Roosevelt’s Availability. 

The Cincinnati Commercial ‘Tribune, 
a Republican paper, has caused consid- 
erable comment ssently by question- 
ing the availability of Roosevelt. and 
suggesting the names of Senators Hale 
anu Frye of Maine. It contends that 
all factions eof Republicans in New 
York would vote for Frye, while some 
might knife Roosevelt, and asks, “Why 
take chances when we have certain- 
ties?” It asks the president to stand 
aside for the good of the party. ~

Diet Offends Mikado. 

The emperor of Japan in his speech 
from the throne on the opening of the 
diet Dec. 10 expressed the hope that 
the negotiations pending between his 
government and that of Russia would 
result in peace and the preservation of 
Japan’s rights. The radical majority 
in the diet took the unprecedented ac- 
tion of boldly criticising the cabinet 
for being slow and weak in pressing 
Japan’s claims. For this reply the diet 
was at once prorogued, thus giving the 
cabinet a free hand for the present. 


Elective Body For Russia. 

Minister of the Interior de Plehve has 
decided to submit a new scheme of 
peasant reforms under the czar’s mani- 
festo to the consideration of an elective 
bedy composed of provincial commit- 
tees. The members of these commit- 
tees will be elected by the provincial 
assemblies, which are composed of 
landed proprietors, artisans and peas- 
ants. This is an entireiy new depar- 
ture for the Russian government. 


Secretary Cortelyou’s Report. 

The first annual report of the secre- 
tary of commerce and labor was made 
public by Secretary Cortelyou Wednes- 
day. He says that the bureau of cor- 
porations was proceeding on the as- 
sumption that the people wanted the 
light turned on the corporations, but 
that it would not be necessary -to dis- 
close to competitors theefruits of .indi- 
vidual thrift nor permit in any way 
the invasion of private rights. 


Official ‘Food Standards. p 
- The United States department of ag- 
riculture has just issued a circular 


which aims to establish standards of , 
purity of food products for the guid. | 


ance of the officials in the various 


states and of the courts in the interg| 


pretation of present or future pure food 
statutes. Before the adoption of any 
schedule it was submitted’ to the man- 
ufagturers and merchants dealing in 
the products under consideration. Two 
sections are on animal products and 
yegetable products, and a third, ‘on 
preservatives and coloring matter, is 
now’ in preparation. In every case deti- 
nitions are given so as to indicate pre- 


cisely what the report has reference to, 
and this is followed by the statement of 
the standard of purity adopted. 


First Minister to Panama. 

William I, Buchanan of New York, 
former minister to Argentina, has been 
appointed by the president as the ‘first 
minister to the new republic of Pan- 
ama. The nomination was sent to the 
senate Dec. 12. Mr. Buchanan was di- 
rector general of the Pan-American ex- 
position. He sailed from New York for 
Colon Taesday. 


Comptroller Ridgely’s Report. 

The annual report of Comptroller of 
the Treasury Ridgely shows an_ in- 
crease in the aggregate resources of the 
national banks of the country of $196,- 
501,053.87 over 1902 and an increase of 
441 reporting associations. Individual 
deposits reached the maximum of $3,- 
200,993,509 on June 9, but declined 
again, Making a decrease of $52,940,- 
394.46 from September of 1902. Sav- 
ings banks deposits reached $2,935,204.- 
845. 


Legal and Criminal. 


Cannot Limit Damages. 

The United States supreme court in 
the case of the Pennsylvania railroad 
against Hughes. and Fleming estab- 
lished a new principle in damage cases. 
It is that railroad companies have no 
right to protect themselves against 
their negligence by forcing contracts 
upon their patrons. Under this ruling 
all shippers and passengers who have 
suffered damages at the hands of rail- 
roads since this suit began, about-two 
years ago, are entitled to collect the 
difference between the contract liability 
of the company and the actual damage 
sustained. This applies to any state in 
the Union. 


Postal Thieves Punished. 

Thomas W.. McGregor and C. Ells- 
worth Upton, the clerks in the rural 
delivery of the postoffice department 
convicted of conspiracy to defraud ‘the 
government, were sentenced at Balti- 
more Dee, 12 to serve two years in the 
Maryland penitentiary and pay a fine 
of $1,000 each, motion for a new trial 
having been denied. 


Securities Case Argued. 

The United States supreme court has 
been the scene of 2 momentous and his- 
toric event in the hearing of arguments 
for and against the great $400,000,000 
railroad merger known as the Northern 
Securities company: “Prominent men 
and women were among the audience 
that thronged the chamber of the court. 
The opening for the defense was made 
by John G. Johnson ‘of Philadelphia, 
who contended that ownership of the 
competing lines did not’ involve re- 
straint and that corporations have the 
same right to sell stock that individ- 
uals do, The principal address for the 
government was made by Attorney 
General Knox. He cited the joint traf- 
tic and transmissouri decision as set- 
tling the principle that one ownership 
of competing lines did destroy competi- 
tion. 


Legislative. 


Federal Judge Impeached. 

In the house Dec. 10 a joint resolution 
was passed directing the committee on 
judiciary to investigate the charges 
against District Judge Swayne of 
northern Florida for incompetence and 
corruption. This was based on the ac- 
tion of the Florida legislature, which 
formulated the charges. 


Bailey Assails Gorman. 

Senator Gorman’s leadership of the 
minority in the senate received an open 
attack in the speech of Senator Bailey 
of Texas against the Cuban treaty bill. 
The Democratic caucus adopted the 
two-thirds rule to secure unity of ac- 
tion. , 


Democrats Acquiesce In Panama. 

In reply to a speech by Chairman 
Hitt of the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee, Mr. Wiliiams, the leader of the 
minority, gave voice to the Democratic 
attitude on the Panama situation. He 
declared that the Democracy wanted a 
transisthmian canal at Nicaragua, but 
if it could not get it there the Panama 
route would do, saying that if the pres- 


ident refused to obey the plain intent 
words of the Spooner act, approved and 
| suggested by him, then “for God's sake, 
| hurry up your canal.» He continued: 
“We do not condone the action of our 
government in connection with the af- 
fairs of the isthmus. We do not ex- 
cuse it. An accomplished fact must be 
dealt with as an accomplished fact, but 
we want it distinctly understood that 
we are got proud.of the part our coun- 
try has taken.” Hitt had defended the 
course of the president and received 
loud applause on the Republican side 
when he said the whole world had been 
in favor of a canal and added, “We 
have got a man to work on it who will 
soon cut it through.’”

Senate Takes Up Smoot. 

The senate committee on privileges 
and elections, to Which charges against 
Senator Smoot of Utah had been re- 
ferred, decided Dee. 12 to investigate 
the general attitude of the Mormon 
church toward polygamy as well as 
the right of Mr. Smoot to his seat in 
the senate. A copy of the charges was 
ordered sent to Mr. Smoot. 


Hoar Wants More Facts. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts offer- 
ed a resolution calling on the president 
for all the facts connected with the es- 
tublishment of the republic of Panama. 
This was the first sign of Republican 
disaffection as ‘to the president’s Pan- 
ama policy. 


Europe Wants a Show. 

The state department sent to con- 
gress Dec. 12 the formal protest re- 
ceived from England, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium and Holland 
against the provisions of the Philip- 
pine tariff bill, which give a rebate on 
importations into the United States. to 
the amount of any export duty laid on 
articles coming from the Philippines.

Philadelphia Teachers Glad. 

The movement for better paid teach- 
ers in the schools of Philadelphia has 
borne fruit in the favorable report of 
a committee of the city council on a 


schedule for increased salaries. Ele- 
mentary teachers will -benefit most.

President Schurman the result will be 
compiled shortly. It has been asserted 
by President Schurman that students 
should spend at least ten hours a day 
studying, give two hours to meals, 
three to athletics, one to recreation and 
eight to sleep. This schedule is thought 
by some educators to be too severe. 


Recitation Method Wrong. 

President Woodrow Wilson of Prince- 
ton repudiated the present methods of 
college instruction, and especially the 
recitation system, in an address before 
the Schoolmasters’ associations at New 
York. He declared that the recitation 
was practically useless in developing 
any initiative in the student and that 
the elective system was not much bet- 
ter. He said there was no place for the 
lecturer who merely tried to impart in- 
formation; he could only outline a sub- 
ject and stimulate interest. The prop- 
er way was to merely give the student 
material to work with and tell him to 
get the results himself, holding him 
responsible at examination.
